The main difference between anthra- 


cite and bitnzninons coal is that the foil 
mer is devoid of volatile matter. Hero- 
.ofore the theory generally accepted to 
account for this difference waa that pro- 
Benti3(l half 3 century ugo by Professor 
iodgere while conducting the first geo- 
igical survey of Pennsylvania. Obse 
ug that the anthracite beds lav in the 
lastern part of the state in close proxhn- 
ty to the Archean axis of elevation, he 
Btirinised that these coal beda had, BO 
to speak, been "coked" upon the eleva- 
tion of the Appalachian chain—that la, 
he supposed that tho heat and preaaure 
accompanying the Appalachian eleva- 
tion, acting moat vigorously near the 
axis, had distilled and removed the vola- 
tile matter of the coal bed nearest it. 


To adjust the theory of increasing 


facts, ProfesBor Lesley added the gup- 
position that the heat involved in this 
theory was brought up by conduction 
when the superincumbent layers of rock 
were extremely thick, which have since 
been mainly removed by the erosive 
agencies which have been active over the 
region for millions of rears. The in- 
adequacy of these theories has led Pro- 
fessor J. J. Stevenson of the University 
of New York to propound another and 
simpler theory, which was ably defended 
by him at the recent ineotingof the Geo- 
logical Society of Amerioa. 


He would account for the lack of vola- 


tile matter in anthracite coal by the sim- 
ple fact that it had been longer exposed 
to that kind of decay which takes place 
in vegetable matter when immersed in 
water, iind which consists chiefly in the 
loan of the hydrocarbons which consti- 
tute the volatile elements in bitnminona 
coal. On this supposition the anthracite 
beds arc those which were formed ear- 
liest in the swamps and lagoons of the 
carboniferous period and remained long- 
est devoid of tho covering of sedimentary 
deposits, which Bnlisequently preserved 
them from fnrther change, Thi» theory 


confirmed by the fact til at there in no 


men ntrict relation of the anthracite 
beds to the Appalachian axis of eleva- 
tion as Professor Rodgera had supposed 
and by many other considerations which 
Professor Stevenson is about to publish. 
This simple cause seems adequate to ac- 
count for all the phenomena and proba- 
bly solves one of the loot; standing mr»- 
tenee of geological •cienco.—Ind >pend-

To the eye of an honest man no tool it 


a burglar's tool. Were he to find a inoet 
approved kit, he \vonld merely think 
that a mechanic had lost Ida Block in 
trade. 
Drills, punches, bits, and ordi- 


nary jimmies have each almost a coun- 
terpart in open daylight worlc, anS only 
to the sophisticated would it appear that 
the bits of steel were implements of 
crime. To those who know, the two 
distinctive burglars' tools are the sec- 
tional jimmy and nippergj the first being 
a steel bar ao arranged that it can be nn- 
tcrewed into several pieces for conven- 
ience in carrying. 


Tbn other is like a pair of curling 


tongs, the clutching end being armed 
with little teeth, and is used for turning 
keys in doors from the outside. The 
manufacture of these tools is not, as baa 
been supposed, confined exclusively to 
any set of men. A burglar, desirous of 
obtaining a kit, will BO to a hardware 
(tore and purchase drills, brace and bits, 
punches and wedges, these latter being 
in a series, from those the thinness of a 
knife blade to others the thickness of 
.one's hand. This assortment of seeming- 
ly innocent tools ho takes to a mechanic, 
with instructions to temper them to a 
certain hardness. 
To another black- 


smith he goes, and drawing a diagram 
has a piece of iron made in accordance. 


Still another makes him a second part, 


and finally the thief has a "drag," the 
moat powerful and perhaps the most 
useful tool, from his standpoint, that can 
be used in opening a safe. It consists of 
e> long screw, with simple iron braces to 
be attached by a link to the kuob ol the 
door. 


A hole is bored through the front of 


the safe by means of a bit, a block is ad- 
justed ou the inside, and on this is placed 
the point of the screw, which is turned 
by a crank. As tbe screw revolves it 
penetrates farther and farther until the 
Back is reached. Then, as tho tremen- 
dous pressure continues, something boa 
to give, the front generally being ripped 
out. 


This apparatus, in addition to its aim 


plicity and quick work, has the advan- 
tage of being noiseless.—Philadelphia 
Times.
